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City to Remove Meters, Discussion Held on Future Parking

!f you have been driving 
around with a handful of 
parking tickets on your 
dashboard and think you 
don’t nave to pay for them, 
then think again. 

Even though the Grayling 
City Council approved a 
motion Monday nignt to 
remove all parking meters 
from the downtown area, any 
outstanding fines will be 
collected. 

And if you are wondering 
who will pay for parking 
development, then rest easy, 
because council also made it 
clear that taxpayers could 
not foot the bill for policing 
employee parking and de- 
veloping parking areas in the 
city core. 
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There were no fireworks 
surrounding the issue Mon- 
day. There was an orderly 
discussion and then a swift 
motion was unanimously ap- 
proved to remove the meters 
effective February ist. 

Betore passing the motion 
Mayor Derek McEvers made 
it Crystal clear thar councii 
couldn't develop more park- 
ing if the meters went. 

“The city has neither the 
inclination or the resourc- 
es... to develop parking 
lots,” he said to Doug Wil- 
son, of the Black and White 
Foodland, who appeared be- 
fore council to answer ques- 
tions on the proposal. Mc- 
Evers added, “Philosophi- 
cally, the city has taken the 
position that their money is

The passage of President 
Jimmy Carters’ welfare and 
public works bill through the 
Congress may be a vital key 
to how much road construc- 
tion and repair wil! go on in 
Grayling in 1977. 

There is about $148,000 in 
city coffers for road repair 
this year, the council was 
told Monday night by city 
manager, Jerry Morford. This 
inciudes $121,000 in income 
tax revenues and $27,000 in 
the federal revenue sharing 
funds. He said the city has a 
lot of streets that need work, 
even if areas of possible 
future sewer development 
are avoided. 

He pointed 
that at least $200,000 is 
needed for the attraction of 
good contracting and com- 
petitive bidding. He suggest-

work this year unless public 
works funds are given out as 
a result of the Carter plan. 
He said It was a possinility. 


He said if that doesn't 

happen, there isn't going to 
be any major construction 
this year. He said that 
Grayling wouid have to save 
money from one yaar to the 
next.

City Policy Explained In 
Regard to Water Service 


By Rod Denley 
Cold weather has been playing havoc with the Grayling 
water systems. and the city has had over 40 calls to restore 
water service to local persons. 


Jerry Morford. City Manager, reveriliy 


explained the 


policy of the city in regard to water service as well as 
explaining what happens when local sewers get blocked or 


clogged. 


The cold weather drives frost deeper and deeper into the 
ground freezing \ines and blocking water flows, and the 
problems may get worse if the cold continues. Morford has 
some suggestions to residents to prevent problems before 


they occur. 


He recommends not ploughing snow away if possible from 
on top of water lines. especially those which residents know 
have problems in other years. The snow he explained is an 
excellent insulator. If the snow is ploughed away or packed 
by snowmobiles or cars the frost can go deep into the 


ground freezing the pipes. 


Morford recommends that residents keep a trickle of 
water running through pipes they know are a problem. If they 
begin to freeze. he says let them run until the flow increases. 
The ground is relatively warm and the water coming from it is 
about 55 degrees and will melt ice from inside the pumps. 
Morford says anyone doing this can qualify for a reduced 
rate on their water bill since it is cheaper to cig than repair or 


thaw lines that have frozen. 


The policy concerning water pipe thawing was enacted 
in 1974. It covers city water mains and all pipes including 


residential !sads which are 


are 


located hetween the curb box and 


the water mains. which wil) be thawed by the city at city 


expense. 


Thawing activities will be performed on private property 
(from curb box to Building only} by the city upon request 
under the following conditions: 


—Property owners must sign a 


permission slip which 


states that the city is not responsible for damage caused by

rivers and trees around it. That 
city was faced with providing 
employment and increasing 
their tax base so they went into 
the cross-country ski resort 
business. The city got a Na- 
tional Grant, matched it with 
their funds and put up the most 
modern cross-country resort in 
the United States, and opened 
this winter for business. The 
construction, planning and op- 
eration is done by local resi- 
dents and the community bene- 
fits the most, not only from the 
additional tax GoWarso but, hom 
the influx of persons into the 
area. That's one idea and I'm 
sure there are more ....
